Copiah-Lincoln 

The  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  and  Agricultural 
High  School  is  located  at  Wesson,  Mississippi.  The  school 
is  supported  by  the  two  splendid  counties  of  Copiah  and 
Lincoln. 

The  town  of  Wesson  has  three  active  churches,  and  a 
very  fine  citizenship  is  found.  As  a  result  a  wholesome 
atmosphere  exists,  and  therefore  the  location  is  a  most 
excellent  one  for  training  young  people. 

JUNIOR  COLLEGE. 

With  the  beginning  of  this  approaching  session  the 
Freshman  year  of  college  work  will  be  added  to  our  cur- 
riculum. 

FACULTY. 

A  strong  faculty  is  being  employed  for  the  college 
work.  Several  teachers  with  the  M.  A.  Degree  will  appear 
m  our  faculty.  Hence,  every  effort  will  be  made  to  make 
this  work  very  efficient. 

PERSONAL  INFLUENCE. 
It  will  be  our  policy  to  use  all  the  personal  influence 
possible  with  our  college  students.  Strict  discipline  will 
be  maintained  for  these  young  people,  and  those  unwilling 
to  abide  by  a  very  high  standard  will  quickly  be  discarded. 
In  other  words,  we  plan  to  have  a  very  high  standard — 
strong  discipline — careful  supervision  of  students,  and  a 
supervised  study  hall  for  those  below  the  standard  in  class- 
room work. 

BUILDINGS. 

Our  buildings  will  not  be  completed  when  school  opens, 
but  we  shall  begin  the  college  work  on  September  10.  Then, 
just  as*  rapidly  as  the  buildings  are  completed,  the  work 
will  be  transferred  into  the  new  ones.  When  our  trustees 
complete  the  entire  building  program,  we  shall  have  one  of 
the  best-equipped  Junior  College  plants  in  the  State  of 
Mississippi.  Plans  are  well  advanced  for  renovating  the 
present  brick  buildings.  In  addition  to  this,  the  new  plans 
call  for  a  modern  dining  hall,  a  gymnasium;  an  annex  to 
the  administration  building,  which  annex  will  consist  of  a 
modern  study  hall,  a  library,  and  eight  new  class  rooms; 
a  beautiful  new  dormitory  with  all  conveniences  for  boys; 
a  Teachers'  Home,  and  a  Hut  for  the  Girl  Reserves ;  a  frame 
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building  now  on  the  campus  will  be  repaired  and  converted 
into  the  Home  Economics  Department.  At  the  first  of  the 
session  we  shall  have  a  congested  condition.  Such,  how- 
ever, is  always  the  case  with  us;  but  we  shall  have  the 
foearty  co-operation  of  our  students,  and  our  plans  will  work 
fine  until  we  are  located  in  the  new  buildings,  just  as  rapidly 
as  they  are  completed. 

ENROLLMENT. 

The  enrollment  for  last  session  was  approximately  four 
hundred  students.  There  were  eighty-one  graduated  from 
this  institution. 

The  attendance  at  Copiah-Lincoln  has  continued  to 
grow  until  today  she  has  one  of  the  largest  and  most  enthu- 
siastic student  bodies  in  the  State. 

CHURCH  ATTENDANCE, 
Wesson  has  three  churches — Methodist,  Baptist,  and 
Presbyterian, — all  of  which  have  good    Sunday    Schools. 
Each  student  when  he  registers  names  his  choice  of  church. 
He  will  be  required  to  attend  this  church  each  Sunday  morn- 
ing for  Sunday  School  and  preaching  services. 

UNIFORM  REGULATIONS. 

For  the  sake  of  economy  in  dress  and  for  other  good 
reasons,  our  dormitory  girls  are  required  to  wear  uniforms 
on  all  public  occasions.  Girls  are  required  to  wear  some 
simple  white  dress  of  linen,  madras,  or  other  cotton  goods, 
for  church  and  all  public  programs  in  the  fall  and  spring 
seasons.  Only  black  ties  and  belts  may  be  used.  For  win- 
ter months,  dresses  of  navy  blue  woolen  material  without 
colored  trimmings  are  required.  Black  hats  of  small  shape 
have  been  adopted  for  use  for  all  seasons.  These  hats  may 
be  purchased  before  leaving  home.  No  colors  will  be  used 
for  trimming. 

For  every-day  wear  girls  may  use  such  clothing  as 
would  be  suitable  for  the  local  school  at  home.  Medium  to 
low-heel  shoes  are  suggested  for  every-day  wear.  Other 
wearing  apparel  will  be  left  to  the  individual,  provided 
extravagance  in  cost  is  avoided  and  the  common  laws  of 
health  observed. 

All  local  students  who  take  part  in  school  activities  are 
required  to  meet  the  dress  regulation  for  the  occasion. 

ROOM  RESERVATION. 
Many  reservations  have  already  been  made  for  next 
session.    We  hope  to  be  able  to  make  arrangement  to  take 
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care  of  all  who  apply.  In  order  to  know  how  many  to 
arrange  for,  students  are  urged  to  attend  to  this  matter 
at  once.  A  room  will  be  reserved  for  you  by  sending  one 
dollar  to  the  Superintendent. 

VISITING  HOME. 

Boarding  students  will  be  permitted  to  make  one  week- 
end visit  home  at  the  close  of  each  scholastic  month,  pro- 
vided their  work  and  conduct  are  up  to  standard,  but  the 
usual  amount  of  preparation  for  Monday's  lessons  must  be 
made.  No  student  will  be  excused  before  3 :30  Friday  after- 
noon, and  he  must  return  before  8:00  o'clock  class  Monday 
morning.  Students  will  not  be  allowed  to  make  other  than 
home  visits  from  our  school.  If  students  go  home  for 
week-end  visits  at  other  than  appointed  times,  they  will 
lose  the  privilege  of  going  at  the  appointed  time.  No  ex- 
cuses will  be  accepted  for  students  not  returning  on  time. 
All  work  missed  must  be  made  up.  Exception  will  be  made 
in  case  of  serious  illness  which  will  probably  require  a 
physician's  certificate. 

Students  who  return  by  rail  are  expected  to  reach 
Wesson  on  trains  No.  23  and  No.  26  Sunday  night.  Those 
who  return  by  automobiles  are  expected  to  reach  the  school 
not  later  than  6:00  o'clock  Sunday  afternoon.  Special 
arrangements  must  be  made  before  students  check  out  if 
any  exception  is  to  be  made  to  this. 

Requests  for  boys  to  visit  home  must  be  mailed  directly 
to  Mr.  J.  M.  Ewing.  Requests  for  girls  to  visit  home  must 
be  mailed  directly  to  Miss  Lula  Stevens.  We  have  found 
by  experience  that  only  very  few  students  can  make  fre- 
quent visits  home  and  maintain  a  satisfactory  record. 

Students  are  not  allowed  to  invite  and  entertain  visitors 
in  their  rooms  unless  it  is  approved  by  the  teacher  in 
charge.  All  visitors  are  under  the  same  regulations  as 
students. 

FURNISHINGS  FOR  ROOM. 

Students  will  furnish  their  rooms  with  such  bed  cloth- 
ing as  is  needed — four  sheets,  one  pillow,  two  pillow  cases, 
towels,  and  dresser  scarfs.  The  rooms  are  furnished  with 
single-width  beds,  mattresses,  dresser,  table,  and  chairs. 
Each  room  has  double  windows,  each  measuring  two  yards 
long  and  one  yard  wide.  There  will  be  a  prize  offered  to  the 
students  having  and  keeping  the  most  attractive  room 
during  the  session. 
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ATHLETICS. 
An  intensive  program  for  the  physical  development  of 
students  has  been  planned.  In  major  sports  a  heavy  sched- 
ule is  being  arranged  with  the  Junior  Colleges  of  this  $tate. 
With  the  return  of  our  graduates  for  Junior  College  work 
we  plan  more  elaborate  athletic  programs,  and  we  expect 
to  compete  with  the  very  best  Junior  Colleges  of  the  State. 

CO-LIN. 
Co-Lin  is  Copiah-Lincoln's  year-book,  edited  by  the 
student  body.  Four  volumes  have  been  published.  Each 
year  the  book  has  received  a  prize  at  the  State  Fair.  The 
last  publication  contained  108  pages.  The  price  of  Co-Lin 
is  $2.50  a  volume. 

LOCAL  STUDENTS. 

A  special  effort  is  being  made  to  improve  the  attend- 
ance of  the  local  students.  To  obtain  the  best  results  we 
must  have  your  girls  and  boys  each  day.  When  requests 
come  from  you  for  your  children  to  be  absent  from  classes 
they  will  be  granted,  but  the  child  will  be  held  responsible 
for  the  absences.  Each  class  missed  must  be  made  up.  A 
special  period  of  one  hour  will  be  put  in  the  schedule  after 
school.  The  student  will  be  required  to  meet  one  period 
for  each  class  missed.  Excuses  will  be  accepted  for  cases 
of  protracted  illness. 

Students  are  disturbed  too  often  by  parents  calling 
them  on  the  telephone.  Unless  the  calls  are  urgent,  parents 
are  requested  to  call  during  the  noon  hour. 
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SPECIAL  DEPARTMENTS 

PIANO. 

Instructor — Miss   Eliza  Blue. 
High  School  Music. 

One  hour  a  week  of  Theory  is  required  of  students 
desiring  credit;  one  hour  a  day  practice;  two  half -hour 
lessons  a  week,  and  credit  one-half  unit  for  each  year. 

DRAMATICS. 

Instructor — Miss  Mildred  Davis. 
One  hour  private  lesson  and  one  hour  class  lesson  is 
required. 

VOICE. 
Instructor — Mrs.  J.  M.  Ewing. 
The  work  requires  one  hour  private  lesson   and   one 
hour  a  day  practice. 

The  Glee  Club  meets  two  hours  per  week. 

COMMERCIAL. 
Instructor — Miss  Mary  M.  Thompson. 

Stenography — This  course  is  open  to  students  in  the 
third  and  fourth  years  of  high  school.  Two  units  are  re- 
auired  if  counted  for  graduation.  Typewriting  is  required 
with  this  course. 

Bookkeeping — This  course  is  open  to  students  in  the 
fourth  year. 

Typewriting — This  course  is  offered  in  two  years,  and 
students  in  the  second,  third  and  fourth  years.  One-half 
credit  is  allowed  for  each  year's  work,  provided  a  certain 
standard  is  reached. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 

Each  person  should  train  his  body  to  function  to  the 
best  of  its  ability.  Physical  education  is  essential  to  health 
and  wisdom,  for  a  sound  mind  is  kept  by  a  sound  body. 

Each  girl  will  be  required  to  furnish  one  pair  of  tennis 
shoes,  navy-blue  bloomers  and  white  blouses  for  gymna- 
sium uniform.
